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INTRODUCTION 


During the period covered by this report, the Inflation Restraint 


Board was responsible for the administration of two statutes. The first 


is An Act respecting the Restraint of Compensation in the Public Sector 
of Ontario and the Monitoring of Inflationary Conditions in the Economy 


of the Province. This Act was given Royal Assent on December 15, 1982 


and has the short title of the Inflation Restraint Act, 1982. The 


second is An Act to provide for the Review of Prices and Compensation in 


the Public Sector and for an orderly Transition to the Resumption of 
full Collective Bargaining. This Act was given Royal Assent on December 


16, 1983 and has the short title of the Public Sector Prices and 
Compensation Review Act, 1983. 


Both of these Acts require the Board to make an annual report of 
its activities. This is the second such report relating to the 
Inflation Restraint Act, 1982 and the first report under the Public 
Sector Prices and Compensation Review Act, 1983. This report covers the 
period from December 15, 1983 to December 14, 1984. During that period 


the Board met on 25 occasions. 


The Inflation Restraint Act, 1982 established, for those employees 
subject to its provisions, a period during which compensation increases 
were strictly limited. At the expiry of this control period, the 


Majority of public sector employees became subject to a further 


restraint period as defined by the Public Sector Prices and Compensation 


Review Act, 1983. During this latter period, increases in total group 
compensation were to be _ assessed according to certain criteria 
established by the Treasurer of Ontario and Minister of Economics. All 
changes to group compensation plans made in this period were to be 


reported to the Inflation Restraint Board prior to implementation. 


As the year progressed, the Board's activities associated with the 


Inflation Restraint Act, 1982 gradually diminished and those related to 
inflation kKestraint Sets -2"s 


the Public Sector Prices and Compensation Review Act, 1983 increased. 


Subsequent sections of this report will review the Board's activities 


under each of these Acts. 


REPORT ON ACTIVITIES RELATED TO 
PUBLIC SECTOR COMPENSATION 


A. INFLATION RESTRAINT ACT, 1982 


Part II of the Inflation Restraint Act, 1982 deals with public 
sector compensation. During its first year of operation, the Board 
identified the compensation plan administrators who were affected by 
this Act. It contacted each of them to inform them of their 
responsibilities under the Act and to describe the procedures that the 
Board had established for the Act's administration. During the period 
covered by this report, the Board's activities’ relating to Part II of 


the Act can be categorized as follows: 
(a) deciding on individual cases referred to the Board; 


(b) informing interested parties of the Board's decisions’ and 
interpretations; and 


(c) monitoring compliance. 


Each of these activities will be described below. 


1. Decisions 


The Act makes provision for compensation plan administrators, 
bargaining agents and, in some cases, individual employees to refer 
Matters to the Board for resolution. The law specifies that certain 
Matters must be referred to the Board. In other cases, the Board is 
available to resolve disputes or to make interpretations. In addition, 


the Board is empowered to issue orders to ensure compliance. 


In total, the Board issued 155 formal decisions during the year and 


made 11 orders. Further information relating to these decisions is 


provided in the following table.

2. Communications 


In an effort to keep interested parties apprised of the Board's 
decisions, periodic summaries of the more important decisions were 
prepared and distributed to some 648 organizations, including employer 
and union associations. Additional copies of these summaries were 
mailed on request. A complete record of all decisions and orders was 


made available for public inspection at the Board's offices. 


The Board continued the operation of its telephone enquiry service 
that was first set up on September 21, 1982, the date on which First 
Reading was given to the Inflation Restraint Act, 1982. A total of 914 
calls relating to this Act were received during the year. The service 
provided immediate answers to 98 per cent of the callers and in the 
remainder of cases, the queries were noted and answers were provided at 
a later date. In addition, the Board responded to 1254 letters 


requesting information about the Act. 


3. Monitoring Compliance 


During its first year of operation, the Board developed a procedure 
for monitoring compliance with the legislation. With the co-operation 
of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of Ontario, it was decided 
that each administrator's public accountant would be requested to carry 
out certain tests and report the results in a prescribed manner. In 
Order to maximize the efficiency of this review, it was aimed to 
coincide, as nearly as possible, with the regular financial audit of 


each administrator. 


In the vast majority of cases, these reviews indicated no evidence 
of non-compliance. In the cases where problems were identified, 
discussions were initiated with the administrator in order to ensure 


that compliance with the Act was achieved. 


B. PUBLIC SECTOR PRICES AND COMPENSATION REVIEW ACT, 1983 


Part I of the Public Sector Prices and Compensation Review Act, 


1983 deals with public sector compensation. Under the authority of this 
Act, the Treasurer has issued criteria to guide those who are 
responsible for the establishment of compensation levels during the 
restraint period. Further, when it is proposed to change a group 
compensation plan during this period, a report detailing the cost of the 
Proposed changes must be filed with the Board prior to implementation. 


The Board is required to keep the Treasurer advised of changes in public 


sector compensation levels. 


In administering this Part, the Board's activities can be 
categorized as follows: 


(a) developing the procedures and forms for costing changes to group 
compensation plans; 


(b) advising compensation plan administrators of these costing 
procedures; 


(c) reviewing the reports of group compensation plan changes; and 


(d) advising the Treasurer of changes in public sector compensation 
levels. 


Each of these activities will be discussed below. 


1. Procedures and Forms 


On January 27, 1984, the Board approved the procedures for costing 
proposed changes to group compensation plans. In conjunction with this 
approval, the Board authorized three forms designated as Forms IRB-06, 
IRB-07, and IRB-08, for use by compensation plan administrators in 


reporting the cost of group compensation plan changes to the Board. 


Forms IRB-06 and IRB-07 were designed for use by those compensation 
plan administrators whose total workforce is 50 or more employees. The 
former is for reporting compensation plan changes of employees whose 
compensation is normally expressed in hourly terms. The latter is for 
use when compensation is most conveniently expressed in annual terms. 
Form IRB-08 is a simplified form that may be used by administrators 
whose total workforce consists of fewer than 50 employees. In 
all cases, the reporting of compensation plan changes is based on 
total compensation which includes the cost of salaries and wages, 


benefits and perquisites. 


2. Notification 

In January 1984, the Board published A Guide to Forms IRB-06, IRB- 
07 and IRB-08: Group Compensation Plan Reports. This booklet describes 
the Board's costing procedures and it provides detailed instructions on 
the completion of the forms themselves. In addition, the booklet 


provides a summary of the legislation in non-legal terms. 


Following the publication of this booklet, a letter was sent to 
each administrator outlining the responsibilities which the Act 
imposes. The letter further advised administrators that copies of the 
reporting forms were obtainable from the Board's offices, the Government 
Bookstore, and the Regional Assessment Offices of the Ministry of 


Revenue. 


Those requiring additional information or assistance in completing 
the forms were invited to contact the Board's telephone enquiry 
service. During the year, this service received 6835 calls requesting 
information related to the Public Sector Prices and Compensation Review 
Act, 1983. In addition, the Board responded to 1452 letters concerning 
the Act. 


3. Compensation Reports 


During the period covered by this report, changes to 5304 group 
compensation plans were filed with the Board. These changes affected 
approximately 356,000 employees, slightly more than 60% of the total 
number of employees who are estimated to be covered by the Act. Changes 
to the group compensation plans of the remaining employees covered by 


the legislation are expected to be filed during 1985. 


Upon receipt of these reports, each was checked to verify its 
accuracy and entered into the Board's computer file. In those cases 
where the filed information was found to be inadequate or incomplete, 
the Board was required by Subsection 6(4) of the Act to defer 
implementation of the proposed changes. In total, 69 proposed changes 
were deferred. In these cases, the staff of the Board contacted the 
administrator to obtain the required information as quickly as possible 


so that the proposed changes could be implemented with minimal delay. 


4. Reporting to the Treasurer 


In order to provide the Treasurer with a complete and accurate 
analysis of the compensation plan changes that had been reported to it, 
the Board paid Particular attention to proposed increases which exceeded 
the criteria which the Treasurer had established. In many cases where 
the criteria had been exceeded, the administrator provided the Board 
with an explanation. In cases where this was not done, the Board 
attempted to contact the administrator and inguire as to whether or not 
special circumstances might have influenced the administrator's 
decision. This was done in the interest of providing the Treasurer with 
as complete a picture as possible of the compensation increases that 


were taking place. 


The Board made regular reports to the Treasurer throughout the year 
detailing the increases that had been implemented for public sector 


employees. 


REPORT ON ACTIVITIES RELATED TO 
ADMINISTERED PRICES 


The Minister of Consumer and Commercial Relations is authorized by 
Part III of the Inflation Restraint Act, 1982 and Part II of the Public 
Sector Prices and Compensation Review Act, 1983 to establish economic 
criteria by which any increases in prices, user charges or fees either 


charged by a public agency or authorized by a public regulatory agency 


are to be reviewed. 


These statutes permit the Minister to refer to the Board any 
proposed price increase which falls within the scope of the Acts. Once 
referred to the Board, the Board is required to investigate the proposed 
increases and report to the Minister whether they are in conformity with 
the criteria. If the increases are judged not to conform, the Minister 
may request the Board to determine the maximum price increases which 


would so conform. 


During the period of this report, no price increases were referred 


to the Board under either of these statutes. 


REPORT ON ACTIVITIES RELATED TO 
PRIVATE SECTOR MONITORING 


A program of monitoring the pattern of changes in prices and 
compensation rates in the private sector of Ontario was continued by the 


Board in fulfillment of the requirements of Part IV of the Inflation 
Restraint Act, 1982. 


The Board carried forward the survey and assessment of data which 
it had undertaken in its first Annual Report. Using the same basic 
material and format, the information has been updated to cover the years 


1980 through 1984. The results appear in Appendix 4 of the Report.

SUMMARY OF COMPENSATION RATE AND PRICE CHANGES 


Introduction to the Summary Tables 


Section 33 of the Inflation Restraint Act, 1982 requires the Board 
to monitor the pattern of changes in prices and wages in the private 
sector. In fulfilling this obligation, the Board examined the 


information that is collected by agencies of the federal and Ontario 


Governments. 


From the available information, the Board extracted that which, in 
its view, would demonstrate the pattern of wage and price changes that 
had occurred during the five year period from 1980 to 1984. For 
purposes of comparison, public as well as private sector wage changes 
were examined. Tables depicting the most salient patterns of price and 


compensation rate changes are presented in this Appendix. 


As there are many factors in any reporting of price and wage 
changes, the notes opposite each of the accompanying tables should be 


carefully taken into account.
